WASHINGTON, July 7.—Every effort 


of the administration, in conjunction 
with Maj. Gen. Sehofield, is being di- 
rected to arranging for the speedy con- 
centration of troops at Chicago. The 
federal government will exhaust every 
means in its power to bring about a 
compliance with the several injunc- 
tions issued -by the United States 
courts. 
" 


The president and his legal and mili- 


tary advisers'here; have not yet felt 
warranted in considering the Question 
of inaugurating martial law at Chica- 
go, but they have fully looked into 
their powers in case it should be neces- 
sary to declare martial law. 


This could only be done in case the 


state troops should be prevented by 
mob violence from executing the laws. 
This is such an unpleasant and seem- 
ingly remote possibility that the ad- 
ministration officials are loth to give it 
serious consideration as yet.

Women and Chllilrcn Unite In the Mftd 


Work—Over-five Hunrtred FrclRht and 


Other Car* tturned — Many of tho 


Lofit Freight Cant Were Ixiadcd. 


CHICAGO, June 7.—Two hundred and 


twenty-five freight cars on the Pan- 
handle tracks, between Forty-fifth and 
Forty-ninth streets, adistance of about 
one mile, were totally destroyed by 
fire between the hours of 0 and S o'clock 
Friday night. 


Shortly, after S o'clock immense 


crowds of men, women and boys were 
seen coming from the stoelcyards to- 
ward the net work of tracks at the 
crossing- of Forty-seventh street. Tho 
mob was augmented every minute by a 
seemingly never-ending string of strik- 
ers and their sympathizers, and about 
6 o'clock fully 4,000 people were massed 
nlong the tracks 
from 
Forty-fifth 


street. 
They were tho 
stockyards 


crowd and intent on. n repetition of 
Thursday night's destruction, and the 
few police who remained on duty were 
utterly powerless. 


They wore not even noticed by the 


strikers, who went to work at once. 
"Down tho tracks" was the cry, and 
with a rush the mob started south- 
ward. Bunches of waste were stolen 
from switchmen's shanties and soaked 
with "dope" used in oiling the ears, 
made an excellent torch. At forty- 
seventh street five cars standing on 
tho Grand Trunk tracks were tho 
first to meet destruction. - Some of 
them were loaded. 
This did not deter 


the frenzied crowd from their work, 
and the seals were oroken and the 
doors slid back. A bunch of burning- 
waste thrown Inside quickly ignited 
the contents, and in less than three 
minutes the five ears were blazing 
fiercely. 
D Without waiting to see that their 
work was complete the crowd surged 
on. They kept to the 
Pan-handle 


tracks, and at Forty-ninth street came 
upon six more ears. These were fired 
in a twinkling, and on wentthe crowd. 
In the Garflold boulevard yards of tho 
Pan-lmndlo four tracks were full of 
freight cars, more than half of which 
were loaded. At this crossing islocatcd a 
switchman's tower, and this was first 
fired. Then the mob turned its atten- 
tion to the cars on the sidings, but for 
some reason fired but one of them—a 
car of dressed beef which had been 
started eastward several days ago. 
They suddenly stopped their incen- 
diarism and turned their attention to 
tearing up switches. 
After a number 


had been rendered useless the mob con- 
tinued on its way southward; 
•-• 


At Fifty-eighth street is situated the 


station house of ,the, combined roads. 
This was fired'airtt'quickly destroyed. 
A strong wind was blowing, and tho 
flames were quicldy spread 
across 


three or four tracks which were filled 
with cars. The railroad 'people say 
that there were fifty cars there, forty 
of which were loaded. All were soon 
a mass of flames. About thirty of the 
cars 
were 
filled 
with 
coal, and 


the 
heat 
was 
intense. 
Fifteen 


of 
tho 
cars 
contained 
meat 


from the big packing houses of Armour, 
Swift and Nelson Slorris. By this time 
the fire department had been advised 
of the fires further north on the tracks 
and had sent their forces there; but on 
learning of the seriousness of the situ- 


ing it wns estimated up to midnight 
upwards of 3,000 cars, many of them 
loaded, were consumed by fire, and the 
loss will run into the millions. 


STATE'S RIGHTS. 


Attorney-General Oluoy Forcefully Com- 


ments on AHfcl.I'n Munlfcnto. 


WASHINGTON, July 7.—Attornpy-ticu- 


eral Oluey, being asked Friday morn- 
ing by a United Press reporter as to 
the legal aspect of Gov. AHguld's posi- 
tion, replied, with much delib era tion: 


"It Is hardly worth while to discuss 


at length the false und illogical prem- 
ise of tho Altgeld manifesto. The soil 
of Illinois is the soil of the United 
States, and for nil United States pur- 
poses the United States is there with 
its courts, its marshals and its troops, 
not by license or comity, but as of 
right. 


"The paramount duty of tho president 


of the United States is to see that the 
laws of the United States are faithful- 
ly executed, and in the discharge of 
that duty he is not hampered or crip- 
pled by the necessity of consulting 
chief of police, mayor or even governor, 
In the present instance nothing has 
heen done, und nothing will be done, 
which the most captious critic can con- 
demn as any invasion of state rights.Tho 
action of the national executive has 
been simple and exclusively directed 
to the 
enforcement of tho United 


States laws, the execution of tlie orders 
and processes of the United States 
courts, and the prevention of any ob- 
structions of United States mails. 


"The notion that the territory of any 


state is too sacred to permit the exer- 
cise thereon by the United States gov- 
ernment of any of its legitimate func- 
tions never had any legal existence, 
and, ns a rule of conduct, became prac- 
tically extinct with tho close of tho 
civil war."

DUEL TO THE DEATH. 


A Striker Killed Ily iv Sinn Who Take* a 


Strlker'g rtuce. 


CHICAGO, July 7.—Herbert Loiters, a 


striker, formerlj' employed by the Bur- 
lington railroad, lost his life Friday 
afternoon us the result of striking'. 


Ho was killed by Win. J. Lohmnnn, 


of 1020 West Eighteenth street, a non- 
union fireman employed by the immo 
company. Lehnmnn was on his way to 
work, accompanied by his wife, when 
he met Letters at Oakley avenue and 
Eighteenth street. A quarrel in regard 
to the strike and Lclunann taking a 
striker's place led to a flght, which was 
brought to a bloody and tragic close by 
both the railroad men drawing their 
pistols. 


Each was determined to kill the oth- 


er on tho spot. Lchmann pulled thu 
trigger of his gun and a r second or two 
after Letters hail sent a bullet into tho 
buck of his head. Lchmann staggered 
and turning, bored a hole through Let- 
ters'heart, sending him 1 dead to the 
sidewalk. Lehmann was removed to 
the eounty hospital and Letters' body 
taken to a morgue. 


Mrs. 
Lehmann, who is said to have 


been concerned in the tragedy, wits ar- 
rested to await the result of the cor- 
oner's inquest. 
Lchmann's condition 


is serious.

Dpon the approach of the fire and 


police departments the mob turned 
about and started for the city. 
On 


their way to Forty-seventh street they 
set fire to all cars that they had missed 
in their hurried trip southward. No 
water could be obtained near the Gar- 
field boulevard yards, and the cars 
slowly burned. It was noticed that 
the leaders of the mob were mostly 
foreigners, and, as they retraced their 
steps, a few of: the leaders started off 
in the direction of the stockyards. A 
number of hoodlums were in the gang, 
and they seemed especially proficient 
in the use of the torch. 


The mob continued its work of dc^ 


Btruction on its march to the stock- 
yards. Both gangs again met at Forty- 
ninth and Ilalstcad and continued 
their march to theyards. The 350 cars 
in the 
yards were completely de- 


stroyed, and when the mobs reached 
the stockyards they divided \ip into 
small gangs and separated among the 
big packing houses. It is feared that 
the worst- is to come, and that the 
crazed mob will destroy the big pack- 
ing houses during the night. 


On its return march the rioters set 


fire to four cars standing on the Grand 
Trunk tracks, jnst west of Ashland 
avenue. 
The cars were loaded with 


baled twine. 
An alarm of fire was 


sent in from from Forty-ninth and 
Ashland avenue, but it . was several 
minutes before the firemen reached the 
scene. 


The overworked horses were so ex- 


hausted that it was with difficulty that 
they conld be forced to walk. The 
firemen in this district had responded 
to nearly sixty calls during the past 
twenty- four honrs, and as they reached 
the scene they were received with jeers 
and curses by a mob of liohemians, 
Poles and Italians. 


The fireman succeeded in quenching 


the flames before the cars were com- 
pletely destroyed, bnt had 
hardly 


reaehed tht engine house again when 
they were 
called 
out 
from 
the 


same box. The mob had set fire to 
cars again. 
This time the wornont 


firemen made but feeble efforts to ex- 
tingoish the blaze. At 0 o'clock the 
cars had been rednced to ashes. 


After destroying these cars the mob 


disbanded into small gangs and started 
into the stockyards in half » dozen dif- 
ferent directions.

The Presentation in the Temple.— 


Vs.21-Si. When Jesus was forty days 
old the Holy Family went up from 
Bethlehem to perform two ceremonies 
required by the Jewish law. The first 
was that of the ceremonial purifica- 
tion of Wary, described in Leviticus 
13. For this, two offerings, were 're- 
quired—a .-lamb for. ii burnt offering-, 
and a turtle dove or 3"onng. pigeon for 
n sin offering. _ But any poor person 
might substitute another turtle dove 
or younjf pigeon for the lamb, as we 
see that JIary did (Luke: 2:24). 
This 


was distinctly called "the poor's offer- 
ing" (Talmud), and shoves the moder- 
ate.circumstances of the family. 
A 


lamb was worth severity-five cents (or 
thewagesof five ordinary days' work), 
while a turtle dove was worth about 
eight cents, and sometimes was as low 
as two cents. 
.: . 


The other ceremony was the .Re- 


demption of the First-born, commonly 
in tho case of Jesus called the Presenta- 
tion in the Temple, because in his case 
the ceremony was performed in the 
temple, though thiawas not necessary. 


Every first-born male child, like the 


first fruits of the farm, was consecrated 
to .God, belonged to Him, because the 
first-born of the children of Israel had 
.been preserved from tho destroyer who 
slew the Grstr-boTn of all the Egyptians 
(Ex. 13:2, 13-1G). 
The 
oldest sons 


would naturally become the priesta 
and religious teachers of the paople. 
ButOod afterwards chose the whole 
tribe of Levi for these services instead 
of ,the first-born (Num. 3:12, 13). -In 
recognition of this, the first-born son 
.was consecrated to God, and redeemed 
to the family by the payment of five 
shekels (33.75) (Num. S:«-4S; 13:15). 


Consecration of Children.—Parents 


should, in their hearts and purpose, 
consecrate their children to God from 
their birth. For they are the gift of 
God's love. In them are vast possibili- 
ties for good or for evil for themselves 
and for others, for time and for eter- 
nity. A child in too precious a jewel 
for us to be careless .about, lest, as the 
man returning from Africa with his 
whole fortune In one diamond, tossed 
it up in sport till at last it fell into the 
sea, so we too lose the soul of the child.

Army Yesterday. • 


Who They Are and W&at Ttoey 


Look Like. 


A Blnjorlly of them Evidently Working.

They 


Put In the Time. 


A reporter for the. TIMES visited Gen- 


eral Kelley and his army of Industrials 
in camp yesterday afternoon, spending 
about "two hours in the midst of the 
liobo army. 


The boat is tied up at'what is known 


as Valeida's landing, about thirteen 
and one-half miles from this city. 
It 


is located on. the farm of Mr. John A. 
McGhe.q, and:is about 300 ,yards from 
the road. 
The army, .for _ the most 


part, was camped .on the barge on 
which- they were traveling when so 
summarily _abandoned by-jthe F. 
O'Connor, although > hundred or 
'were ^swinging in' improvised blanket 
hammocks in the willows. '.The boat 
occupied by the army is the .hull of an 
old boat and has a rather rickety roof, 
with open sides. On top of the roof is 
a small cabin; in which-General Kelley 
and his officers,, hold .forth and have 
their being. 


When the; reporter .arrived on the 


scene, aboht .4:21) o'clock, the army was 
just finishing its breakfast and'dinner, 
the provisions purchased in the morn- 
ing not getting out to camp until about 
a o'clock. The eating part-is one of 
the most interesting features for a 
spectator—and undoubtedly for the In- 
dustrials as well. The army is divided 
into two divisions, each division having 
its cooks". The men are told off into 
messes, varying \ from -six to fifteen 
each, in charge .of T an officer, 
who 


draws and distributes'their rations. 
The meal was not; a.Biggs House one 
by any meant Bather questionable 
looking potato-cakes, a big slice of 
.bacon, some very, very black coffee, 
a liberal supply of water, and a slice 
of something resembling bread—such 
was the menu for the-Kelley band. 
Yet, this poor fare was eagerly de- 
voured by the hungry patriots. 


The individuals 
composing 
the 


Kelley 
army - are a rather intel- 


ligent looking set of men, a great deal 
more BO than one would expect from 
persons who would go rainbow-chasing 


Kelley, "IB a good shaking up, and 
that's what we'll do when we get 
there." They expect to present a me- 
morial to congress asking for all man- 
ner of impossible things, and really 
expect to have, them jjranted. But 
while there can hardly be two opinions 
as to the absurdity of the movement, 
and while such tramping about and 
living off the country should , be dis- 
couraged, by force, if necessary, still it 
must bo admitted ' as a matter of -fact 
that these men are not all "bums." A 
majority of them have been working 
men, 
who have joined the army in 


sheer desperation. A small per cent 
of them are very likely with the army 
for the fun there is in it, but the ma- 
jority .are -evidently in earnest and 
firmly believe that the 
movement 


will ultimately accomplish much good. 
Their commander, General Charles T. 
Kelley, is a than of education and evi- 
dent refinement, and the fact that he 
has led the army all tbe way from San 
Francisco shows how thoroughly de- 
voted his men are to him. As one of 
their songs expresses it, "In Kelley we 
do trust, and with Kelley we will bust." 
Most of : them are from the western 
states, principally from California nnd 
Iowa, tind one and all, from Kelley 
down, havo as their watchword "On to 
Washington."

Ho located a farm on the Ohio River 
bottoms about two miles cast of Man- 
chester, and proceeded to clear and cul- 
tivate it. 


The story of his capture by the In- 


dians, given in both editions of Howe's 
Historical Collections of Ohio, is incor- 
rect, and the correct' and true story is 
given here. The story by Howe given 
in his edition of 1840 was copied bodily 
from McDonald's Sketches published in 
18S8. Where McDonald got his infor- 
mation we do not know, but ho was 
contemporary with General Nathaniel 
Massie and Andrew Ellison, though 
inuch younger. 


Our sketch comes from a granddaugh- 


ter of Andrew Ellison. She obtained it 
from her mother, who was born in 1789, 
the daughter of Samuel Barr/ and the 
wife of John Ellison, Jr. Mrs. Anne El- 
lison obtained it of her husband, and he 
of his father, who survived until 1830. 


For some time prior to his capture, 


Andrew Ellison had been going to'his 
farm, two miles east of Manchester, in 
the morning and remaining at work 
until evening. He took his noon-day

They were well-behaved 
there being very little loud talking on 
the boat, while there was a great deal 
less swearing than one would expect 
to hear from'such an aggregation 
During the two hours that the re- 
porter spent in the camp there was 
nothing that resembled a wrangle in 
the faintest respect 
About half the 


men were lying, about. on the boat 
reading newspapers, or twenty cent 
novels. 
One stray gentleman was 


deeply interested in a Lovcll-library 
copy of Emerson's essays, while an- 
other was • reading a copy of Laura 
Jean Iiibbey's effusions (to a small 
crowd of his associates;''another was 
perusing the coulumns of the Police 
Gazette, another one the Enquirer of 
Monday, .while still another was read- 
ing a raggedland much-used ^copy- of- 
Eraile 
Zola's 
"Nana's Daughter." 


This gentleman. conBded to the re- 
porter that "old Zola was a corker 
and knew just what he was writin' 
about" 


Still other members of the army

Occasionally a dispute would arise, 
which would invariably bo referred to 
the general for settlement.

Mr. Ellison 
was an extensive locator of lands, -"a'nd ' 
left great quantities of it to his children. 
Prior to his death he divided it among 
his. children, and' gave each a list of 
surveys. 


• His daughter Margaret married Adam 
McCprmack, his daughter Isabel mar- 
ried Rev. Dyer Burgess, and his daugh- 
ter Mary married Thomas Houston. 
Hisson Andrew was one of the iron 
masters in the Hanging Rock region, 
and died there, ami for some time his 
remains were exposed in an iron coffin 
on the river bank, in pursuance of his 
own request- IHs son John married 
Ann it Burr, daughter of Samuel Barr, 
who was killed by the Indians, near 
what is now Williauisburg. in the 
Spring of 1793. Mrs. David Sinton, of 
Cincinnati, Ohio,— Mrs. Thomas W. 
Means, of Hanging Uoek, Ohio, and the 
first Mrs. Hugh Means, of Ashland,Ken- 
tucky, were daughters of John Ellison 
and Anna Barr. 


Andrew Ellison was 38 years of age 


when captured, and was one of the few 
pioneers who walked a'cross the state 
twice, while it was a virgin forest. 


Andrew Ellison was a shred Irish- 


man. 
Had all the land he owned 


been preserved intact ami without im- 
provement, and owned by a single per- 
son, to this day that person would be 
fabulously wealthy. 


But while Andrew Ellison could see 


as far into the future as anyone, we can 
give one instance iu which his judg- 
ment turned out wrong. In May, 1790, 
congress authorized', the location of a 
great highway between Maysville, Ken- 
tucky, and Wheeling, Virginia, by 
Ebcnezer Zaue. In the Spring of 1797, 
it was laid out, and as it was then a 
mere blazed path through the woods, it 
was called Dane's trace. 
.Everyone expected that trace to be- 
come a great highway between the 
South and the East, and all the settlers 
were anxious to be near it Andrew El- 
lison located 
his 
lands on 
Lick 


fork 
of Brush 
creek, 
and 
built 


his gruat stone house to be along 
the National highway. He expected 
many advantages to accrue.in the future 
from his location near the National 
road. 


It was a great througfare lor travel 


from the South to the East until the 
railroads began to bo built and then its 
glory departed forever. The groat 
coaches, the horsemen, the freight 
wagons, the droves of hogs, cattle and 
mules deserted it, and now it is only a

The major fearing-an ambuscade, did 
not deem it wise to move out in the 
evening, but early next morning, he 
took out a party in pursuit They dis- 
covered Mr. Ellison's hat and shoes, and
